south lake front be withheld until the city 
can determine whether it should be used for 
commercial or park purposes. 

Copies of this letter, together with a map 
showing the present and proposed parks, the 
river docks, and the projected lake harbor, 
were submitted to the council with the may- 
or’s communication asking for authority to 
act. 

John M. Ewen will be one of the five mem- 
bers of the commission which the mayor is 
authorized to appoint, and the others will be 
named shortly. 

Seeks to Save Lake Commerce. 

By taking this stép the city authoritics 
have Mned themselves up in opposition to the 
park boards, particularly the south park 
board, and have opened up a contest between 
the commercial interests and the “ city beau- 
tifiers.” The latter promise trouble for the 
mayors scheme and have the advantage of 
being in possession of the necessary legisla- 
tion authorising the creation of a lake park 
on the scuth shore. 

The city authorities have the sympathy of 
the federal government, it is said, and are in 
position to block the park schemes until the 
harbor plan has been considered thoroughly. 
They are supported by the lake shipping In- 
terests and, in a measure, by the railroads 
wanting additional terminal facilities, and 
by business men generally who have been 
endeavoring to remove the causes of the de- 
cline in Chicago lake traffic. 

Mayor Busse, in his communication to the 
council and in hie letter to Secretary Taft, 
called attention to the fact that the city now 
ranks fourth in lake commerce where once 
ft ranked first and that its losses increase 
year by year. 

Opposes Extensive Lake Park. 

He asked Mr. Taft to give him a hearing 
before any consent is given the south park 
commissioners for the filling in of the lake 
front for park purposes, saying that the Lake 
Carriers’ association is strongly of his opin- 
fon that Chicago cannot afford to devote its 
entire lake frontage to park purposes. 

“Its future growth, both artistic and prac- 
tical,” the mayor wrote, ‘‘ depends upon its 
commerce, and I fee] that its growth and 
prosperity will be checked largely forever 
by the proposed plan of the Commercial club 
and the park commissioners in respect to 
‘the lake front from Twelfth street to Jack- 
gon park.” 

The city authorifies were under the itm- 
pression that the south park board, which 
ig authorized by the legislature to acquire

Need of Teachers Imperative. 

“We simply are up against it,” said one 
school official. ‘“‘ We must have more teach- 
ers, and we must have them right away.’’ 

Already one special examination of candi- 
dates for teaching positions has been held 
sfhce the opening of the school year, in addi- 
tion to the regular tests, but the list of suo- 
cessful candidates has not been long enough 
to meet the demand. 

Nearly 2,600 pupils were enrolled during the 
day at the two new school buildings which 
were opened for the first time—the Jahn and 
the Kosciusko school. It took less than an 
hour to prove that crowded conditions wit] 
prevail there as much as at the older build- 
| ings. 

At the apprentice school in the Graham 


building an attendance of seventy-five was 
reported. It is expected this will be in- 
creased during the week. No report was re- 
ceived from the McKinley High school, where 
the other apprentice school was opened. 

The finance committee of the school board 
is preparing to consider the annual budget 
for 1908. In preparation for this, President 
Schneider wrote to the various heads of de- 
partments, asking them to send in their ree- 
ommendations. 


Physical Instructors Wanted. 

The president urged Supt. Cooley to recom- 
mend the appointment of from 12 to 15 ad- 
ditional instructors in physical culture. The 
need of additional instructors in this de- 
partment, he said, is urgent. There are now 
22 instructors on the pay roll, 13 in high 
schools, and 9 in elementary schools. The 
maximum salary for those in the high schools 
is $1,600; in elementary schools, §1,400. 

President Schneider is supported in this 
recommendation by Trustee O. F. Greifen- 
hagen, who has been investigating physical 
culture instruction in the schools, and has 
reported a dearth of instructors.

With these words and a few mere like 
them, Col. James Hamilton Lewis took the 
breath away from 200 students of the North- 
western university law school last evening. 
And this, though the most interesting, was 
only one of the many topics treated by the 
gubernatorial aspirant, for he told how trials 


had been tried and how they should have | 


been tried in al} ages from the Mlogical 
methods used by Cicero to the mistakes of 
Delmas at the Thaw trial. | 

Next to women, Col. Lewis considers busi- 

ness men unreliable, but above all classes of 

he warned the budding lawyers 
against old women, the latter warning being 
ingpired, apparently, by an attack once made 
on his cherished whiskers. 

The main plea made by the colonel was for 
tact, which he held up as the supreme requi- 
site for success as a lawyer. 

“A woman always comes to testify as a 
witness for one of two reasons,” he said. 
“Either she comes through @ sense of af- 
fection or duty to those whom she loves or 
she comes to satisfy what. she regards as a 
perfectly legitimate feeling of resentment. 

No Sanctity in Oath. 

“If it is, the first of these she will come 
through fire and water to testify, and she 
will see things as her friend views them. 
Sincerely and earnestly she will testify that 
things are as she thinks they ought to he, and 
you may cross examine until you have ex- 
hausted the vocabulary and you will get 
nothing from her but her ideas of what they 
ought to be. A woman has no idea of the 
sanctity of an oath, and a woman will repeat 
when on oath anything which she will sey 
when not on oath. . 

“ If she comes as your witness, impelled by 


a feeling of resentment, be careful not to let - 


her tell why she came. Get your main point . 
out of her as expeditiously as possible and let 
her go; do not branch off into collateral mat- 
ters, or she will take the first opportunity to 
vindicate herself for appearing by telling the 
grudge she has against the defen 

“On the other hand, if you are cross ¢xam- 
ining her be careful not to let her state the 
grievance that has brought her in as a wit- 
ness against your client unless you are sure 
of what it is, for no matter what'a woman 
does if it be an act impelled by natural and 
legitimate affection the world will ever for- 
give her. 

“ Above all, remember that woman is a 
ge animal, and never question her as to 
age. Let the cross examiner do veo 
make an enemy for life. 

Beware of Elderly Women. 

“ Much tact as you will require in dealing 
‘with ordinary women it is nothing to the tact-+} 
necessary to successfully cope with old 
women, Old ladies are dangerous on the 
witness stand; they destroy you. They have 
tact themselves and much experience, and 
often they are sharper than you are.’ There 
is no limit to the damage a vindictive old 
lady can do. Let me illustrate. 

“I was once defending a personal injury 
case in which the plaintiff called as a wit- 
ness a Miss Quinn, and we held the follow- 
ing. dialogye: 

‘* Your name is Mrs. Quinn, I believe?’ 

“ Miss Quinn!’’ 

“Did I understand you ‘to say that you 
were near the track?’ 

“I don’t know what you understood. You 
may be deaf for all I know.” 

“ Were you *near the track?” 

“ Yes.’’ 

“You say that you shnet so close to the. 
track that the train shaved your dress as it

“If you saw it cothing, why did you stand 
so close to the track that it shaved your 
dress?’

Ordinances ‘Presented to Restrict 
Carrying of Weapons; Many 
- ‘Arrests Made. 


_ In an effort to check crime in ‘Chicago, vig- 
orous measures were taken yesterday by the 
police, municipal judges, and ‘members of 
the city council, Wh the murder-of two 
policemen within twenty-four hours, the 
force recognized it is facing a serloug con- 
dition. 

To further the work of the police, Ald. 
Charlies M.' Foell introduced two ordinances 
in the city council in the evening looking to 
a regulation of the sale of firearms and pro- 
viding severe punishment for the carrying 
of weapons without a license or permit ‘from. 


the police department, The ordinance ap- : 


plying to the sale of weapons provides that 
every giealer must have a license from the’ 
mayor and must deposit a bond of $5,000 as 
surety that he will obey the provisions of the. 
ordinance. case - 

Under the ordinance concerning the pos- 


session of firearms it is provided that every * 


licengee file with his application for a license 
his business, place of residence, purpose for 
which the firearm is kept, and other details. 
Any transfer in possession must be accom- 
panied by notice to the chief of police. Power 
is given to the mayor to revoke any license, 
and the chief: of.police may confiscate the 
weapon for just cause. ‘ 


Bigger Fine for Carrying Weapon. 

Ald. Stewart joined Ald. Foell in the at- 
tempt to get new laws by securing adoption 
of a resolutién authorizing the committee on 
state legislation: to draft a bill amending the 
state law to provide for a fine of $100, in- 
‘stead of $25, for carrying concealed weapons, 
and adding a provision for imprisonment for 
Ohe year in the house of correction.

The quo warranto proceeding is based on 
the principle that the,state will not permit a 
corporation chartered under the state to vio- 
late of the. state’s laws, If the legal 
tribunals hold that the Sunday closing law 
appliesgto Chicago, ‘as contended by the 
state’s attorney, the hotel company, if it 
operates the-bar, could be deprived of its 
charter or a heavy fing imposed, in the dis- 
cretion. of the court. The quo warranto suit 
is considered important in that it is relied on 
to enable the state's attorney to get an early 
decision from the Supreme court on the ques-

Mr. Hughitt Solves Problem. 

The problem -off housing the needy was 
solved by President Hughitt’s generous offer. 
When Mr. Hughitt learned of the difficulty 
which THE TRIBUNE Committee was in to se- 
cure desirable quarters in the neighborhood 
of the municipal lodging house he did not 
hesitate an instant. While the committee 
was in session at THE TRIBUNE office Mr. 
Hughitt sent for plats of the vacant buildings 
possessed by the Northwestern railroad on 
the site of its new depot on the west side. 
He selected the best one of these buildings 
and asked how it would answer. 

“The movement inaugurated by THE 
TRIBUNE for housing the worthy unemployed 
is commendable,’’ he said. ‘“‘ Here is this 
building at 59-61 Canal street. It is a four 
story building, in good condition. I wil 
lease it to THE TRIBUNE until April 1 for the 
purpose of lodging the unemployed, and the 
rent will be nothing.”’

The mu- 
nicipal lodging house cannot take care of 
them. The regular lodging houses are taxed 
beyond their capacity even if theee men were 
able to pay the pittance asked for a night’s 
lodging. Some sleeping place should be found 
for these/ men immediately. I don’t care 
what this committee or any one else does, 
I am going out this afternoon to see what 
I can find in the way ofa loft. I can’t stand 
again the sight of these men walking the 
streets after 1 o'clock in the morning. 

“ At 11:30 o’clock last night hundreds of 
these men came to me and said they had no 
Place to go. They could not éven get into the 
police stations. All they want is a place where 
they can flop down—some sort of shelter.” 


Emergency to Be Met. 

Brigadier Fielding of the Volunteers of 
America said: 

“ There appears to be an emergency here. 
I beMeve that it ean be met, and if Tur Tris- 
UNE proposes to meet it the Volunteers of 
America stand ready to do their share,”’, 

“We are confronted by a special emer- 
gency and a general situation,” said Dr. 
Frank W. Gunsaulus. ‘THe TrrsuNE has 
seen & whole lot of trouble ahead unless we 
handle this problem in a humane way. We 
can’t afford to have hundreds ef unemployed 
men, hungry, and with no place to sleep, 
when the country is prosperous. Don’t let us 
delay too long in an emergency case. The 
thing that caused the crisis in '93, one of the 
saddest things I ever experienced, was put- 
ting off just what we are now discussing. 

“Let us relieve the situation tonight or 
tomorrow night. The Central church will 
contribute $100 for this purpose, and in my 
judgment it will have no bad effect tipon the 
general] situation.” ; . 


Thinks Need Underestimated. 

Mr. Kern said that he had made inquiries 
and was convinced that the industria} enter- 
prises of Chicago in many instances were 
employing one-third less persons than they 
were a year ago at this time, and gaye sevy- 
eral instances to prove it: His idea was that 
it would be necessary to furnish relief toa 
great many more persons than the committee 
estimated, He said that in the tailor shops 
half the regular force had been laid off. 
On Mr. Kern's motion an executive commit- 
tee of five was appointed which will have 
charge of the details of lodging the homeless 
feeding them, and working in conjunction 
with Mr. Kingsley’s general committee, 
which has mapped out an extensive scheme of 
relief, including families. This subcommit- 
tee of five is composed of Dean W. T, Sum- 
ner, E. P. Bicknell, Jacob J. Kern, Maloolm 
feak acsehlas ak %.

Text of the Resolution. 


The resolutiotf, which wasadopted on mo- 
tion of Ald. Milton J. Foreman.as soon as 
the mayor's message had been read, follows: 

** Resolved, That the mayor be and he is 
hereby authorized to appoint a commissiom 
of five for the purpose of making & compre- 
hensive study and detailed report to the city 
council on Chicago’s harbors, together with 
such recommendations as to harbor, railway 
terminal, and park plans on and along thut 
part of the shore of Lake Michigan lying 
hetween. Twelfth street and Jackson park 
as it may see fit; and, be it further 

“ Resolved, That $5,000 be and it is hereby 
appropriated out of moneys not otherwise 
appropriated for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of said commission.” 


Mayor’s Message to Council. , 

The message to the coyncil says: 

‘**} desire to call your attention to the 
pressing heed of giving careful and com- 
prehensive consideration at the earliest pos- 
sible date to the question of Chicago’s har- 
bér facilities.. It is a notorious fact that the 
lake commerce of Chicago, once the pride 
and boast of this city, has been steadily de- 
creasing for a number of years. This city 
now, I believe, ranks fourth in lake com- 
merce, where once it stood first and far 
ahead of its nearest competitor. Without 
counting the ore shipments from tne iron 
beds of the northwest, the city of Duluth, 
which is but a pigmy compared with Chicago, 
and which serves as a distributing center 
for a much smaller territory, ranks about 
even with this city in general lak¢ com- 
merce. 

“The one and only reason for Chicago’s 
decline in this respect is the inconvenience 
and inadequacy of its harbor facilities. We 
have been inciined to rest easy in the belief 
that the tunnels formed practically the only 
obstruction to commerce in the Chicago river 
and that the lowering of the tunnels will end 
all of our difficulties in this respect. I agree 
with many who have studied this question, 
that the tunnels constitute only a small part 
of the conditions which hamper shipping in 
the Chicago river. 

‘Even with the tunnels lowered to any 
depth, the largest boats in use on the great 
lakes would still find it difficult to make 
freg use of the Chicago river on account of 
its narrowness and crookedness. Many 
milHions of dollars could be spent in straight- 
ening and widening this river without mak- 
ing it in any degree adequate for the de- 
mands of lake commerce that ought to come 
to Chicago, for so long as we have bridges 
across the river—and we cannot do without 
the bridges—boats will be delayed in com- 
ing in and going out, and every such deley 
means a hampering of commerce in the mat- 
ter of time and also the higftowing charges, 
which are a burden upon the freight carriers. 


More Harborage Is Necessary. 


.“*The time has come when Chicago must 
decide whether it will depend for the fu- 
ture entirely upon the harborage afforded 
by the Chicago river and the Calumet river, 
or whether it should not take steps to utilize 
at least some portion of its lake front for 
shipping purposes. Legislation was enact- 
ed at the last session of the general assem- 
bly, which contemplates turning over to the 
various park boards, practically all of our 
lake front for development and beautifica- 
tion as adjuncts of our park systems. 

‘* We are all proud of our splendid systems 
of parks and boulevards. _We all want to 
see them grow, but nocity, and particularly 
no strictly industrial and commercial city 
such as Chicago is, can thrive on beautifi- 
cation alone. Lake commerce played a 
large part in making Chicago what it is. I 
do not believe it wise to ignore-entirely that 
advantage which Chicago has by reason of its 
location, and it is only a quéstion of time 
when that advantage will be lost, unless we 
secure other harborage facilitics than those 
afforded by the Chicago and Calumet rivers. 
If lake commerce cannot find convenient ac- 
commodation at Chicago, it will go to the 
harbors being developed just over the state 
line in Indiana, just as certainly as water 
runs down hill. , 

** Practically all of our lake front that has 
not been already dedicated to park purposes 
is that comparatively short stretch of shore 
line lying between Twelfth street and Jack+ 
son park. Under the legislation enacted last 
spring thig will algo be turned over to the 
south park board as soon as the war depart- 
ment gives its consent. Holding the views I 
do on this whole subject, I have asked the 
secretary of war to withhold this consent 
until the city of Chicago can ‘consider and 
determine whether {ft may not desire to use 
some portion or all of this shore line be- 
tween Twelfth street and Jackson park for 
commercial and shipping purposes, a copy 
of which communication {s attached. 


For More Railway Terminals. 

“ Conaideration of this question of utilizing 
the lake front as indicated, for shipping pur- 
poses, might properly include also coneidera- 
tion of the ever present, pressing railway 
terminal problem. While I have no fixed 
views on this part of the subject, I can see 
that it might be possible, in developing a har- 
‘bor on the lake front as indicated, to acquire 
sufficient land, made by filling im the sub- 
merged land incident to building docks and 
breakwaters, which might serve railway 


terminal purposes. This, however, is simply 
incidental to the main propoaition.”

“The law on carrying. weapons is a prob- 
lem. Even though it were made more strict, 
amd though imprisonment were substituted 
for a fine, I fear it would not serve its pur- 
pose.

Police Stations Crowded. 


Following a day of wholesale arrests, which 
filled police stations to overflowing with sus- 
picious characters and criminals with police 
recotds, the chief said that every facility of 
his department would be used to gather in 
criminals, vagrants, and suspicious charac- 
ters, and that the city, especially the west 
side district, which is the crime center, 
would be cleared at all costs. 

Detectives of the Maxwell street station 
searched the Italian district for the slayers 
of Antonio Barbutto, killed Sunday night, 
and twenty-four Italians were caught in the 
dragnet and examined by Inspector Layin 
It was learned that Barbutto was murdered 
following a quarrel with two men*in the 
sajoon of John Generallo, West Polk and Des- 
plaines streets.

Among 
the men arrested was Vencincio Larizza, 2¥ 
years old, who lives at 144 Forquer street. 
The police say he was the companion of the 
slayer of Barbutto. 

” We know the identity of Barbutto’s mur- 
derer and detectives are searching for the 
man,” said Lavin. ‘It is only a question 
of hours until he is caught and brought in.” 


Heavy Penalties Imposed. 
Judge Beitler at the Desplaines.street sta- 


tion marked the day in court by imposing . 


heavy penalties on vagrants and suspicioug 
characters. He said he would aid the police 
department in every way-in the present cru- 
sade against crime. 

Paul Livingston, 40 years old, alleged to 
haye been implicated in the shooting of 
Policeman Mooney, was sentenced to four 
months in the bridewell. James Mills, 24 
years o'd, 179 Green street, an alleged ‘“‘coke’”’ 
fiend, received a bridewell sentence of three 
months, and Joseph Reed, 40 years old, a 
volored man, who admitted that he has been 
@& vagrant for two months, received a sen- 
tence of four months. Five others reecived 
finés amounting to $100 and costs, while 
several took continuances or applied for trial 
by jury. 

Wounded Holdup: Man Dies. 


Young McCagg, who was shot last Friday 
night in the revolver battle at Washington 
boulevard and Hoyne avenue, in which his 
companion, David Anderson, 
wounded Policeman Michael Callahan, died 
early in the morning at the county hospital. 
He made an ante-mortem statement in which 
ae Said that Andersom fired the shot that 
killed the policeman, also the bullet that 
caused his death. 

The inquest on Callahan was held in the 
afternoon, and the coroner’s jury returned 
a verdict holding Anderson to the grand jury 
on the charge of murdering Caiiahan and Me- 
Cagg. The jury also held as accessories Jo- 
gseph Lenke and John Dennin, who had 
started out with Anderson and McCagg on 
a rebbing expedition. 


WARRANT FOR A SALOONKEEPER 


State’s Attorney’s Office Co-operates 
with North Side Poice—Martin 
| Rhein Accused. 


The first step taken on the north side by 
the state’s attorney’s office to codperate with 
the police to rid the city of undesirable char-

To a gratifying 
extemt there has been readjustment of rates 
and correction of abuses by the carriers them- 
selves. . 

“As this process goes on, as special priv- 
lleges disappear and favoritism ceases to be 
even suspected, the indirect, but not less cer- 
tain, benefits of the law will become more 
and more apparent.” 

Relief Under Rate Law. 


Since the new rate law became effective on 
Aug. 28, 1006, the commission has granted 
relief in the form of corrective orders in 
Tany cases. Up to Nov. 4, 1907, the com- 
mission rendered decisions in 105 contested 
cases under the act. In forty-five cases or- 
ders were made against the defendant car- 
riers, in forty-five the complaints were dis- 
missed, and in the remaining fifteen no or- 
ders were made. In every: instance except 
one the orders of the commission were com- 
plied with promptly. In the exceptional case 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
railroad carried the order into the United 
‘Btates courts, but, pending a decision by the 
courts, is complying with the order of the | 
commission. 

Two important subjects are discussed at 
length in the report, the one being the mat- 
ter of advances in rates, ‘‘ which the commis- 
sion is wholly without power to prevent,’’ 
and the other the dreadful destruction of life 
in railway accidents, “which are not now 
the subject of official anrertiga tion under } 
federal authority."’

The city anticipates the col- 
lection of taxes by borrowing, and the 
cancer of interest is continually preying 
on its revenues. The state begins its 
fiscal year with money enough in th» 
treasury to pay all bills up to tax eol- 
lecting time.

A reform of the financial system of the 
city seems impossible at present, but its 
accomplishment would mean millions ts 
Chicago. 


EVILS IN UNDERTAKING. 

The superintendent of police has wisely 
abolished a certain system of petty graft 
that haS- existed among patrolmen for 
years. Undertakers have been in the 
habit of offering rewards for bringing

The service given by the transportation 
companies is often exasperating in the 
extreme. At some time’ or other every 
patron notes things which might easily 
be improved by intelligent management 
as he looks at the maiter. But the reai 
truth is that the facilities which Chicago 
has for handling its workbound or home- 
bound citizens in the rush hours of the 
day are not adequate. The city has out- 
grown the service of the transportation 
companies. | 

Certain things must be brought to pass 
just as soon as possible. The work of re- 
habilitation of street car lines must be 
pushed, not next month, not in the spring, 
but now. The tracks must be relaid so 
as to bear a heavier ttaffic. Better and 
larger cars must be secured up to the 
earrying capacity of the tracks. More 
power must be provided, The railroaJds 
which have a large suburban business 
should be studied to discover whether 
they are doing their best to improve the 
conditions. But with these things ac- 
complished it is likely that the same un- 
satisfactory situation will stil) confront 
‘the people of Chicago. 

The subway must come soon, 
plans for it should be carefully consid- 
ered. There should be no undue. delay 
about providing a system which must go 
far toward the solution of the transpor- 
tation problems of a growing city for the

His wife, Mme. Francols Blanc, the ma- 
.ternal grandmother of Princess George of 
Greece, was.Marie Hensel, chambermaid of 
the inn at Wiesbaden where Blanc took up 
his residence, and where he made her ac- 
quaintance. 

She was twenty-seven years his junior, 
and her eldest daughter, Marie Louise, now 
married to Prince Constantine Radziwill, 
was born less than five months after their 
marriag¢. This Princess Constantine Radzi- 
will is the aunt of Princess George of Greece. 

As for.the relatives on the father’s side, 
Princess George’s gramimother, by whom 
she was brought up, and who died as Prin- 
cess Petér Bonaparte, alt h Prince Peter 
Bonaparte declined to acknowledge her as 
such, and figured in the pages of the Alma- 
tnach de Gotha as a bachelor until his death 
in 1884, she was the daughter of a working 
plumber of the name of Julies Rufflin. 

From this it will be seen that the relations 
which have been acquired by Prince George 
of Greece through his marriage are not pre- 
} cleely of high standing, and that his wife's 
kinsfolk, living and dead, are, to use a 
French ‘expression, *“ eubject to caution.” 

Under the circumstances the panegyrics of 
the municipa) authorities of Athens at the 
time of the wedding, when they lauded the 
‘‘ glorious and illustrious ancestry ” of Prin- 
cess Geotge, even going so Tar as to describe 
her as a “ deecendant” of the great Em- 
peror Napoleon, have evoked a smile that 
has extended from one end of Europe to the 
other.

Had Princess George possessed nothing 
but her good looks and her accomplishments 
no one would have cared to criticise the 
match or would have accorded much atten- 


‘tion to the objections raised to the union on 


the score of her ancestry and sorry relation- 
ships, for the affair would have partaken of 
the nature of a romance, and the world Is al- 
Jways kindly disposed towards lovers. 

The immense wealth, however, of the prin- 
cess, the unsavory source of its origin, the 
vulgar ostentation displayed in connection 
with the exhibition at Paris of her $300,000 
trousseau, and, above all, the preposterous 
pretensions put forward by her father on the 
score of his alleged rank, remove any com- 
punction that one might have otherwise felt 
about criticising the union as an extremely 
unpleasant mésalliance. 

It is worthy of note that the acknowledged 
chiefa of the Boflaparte family—namely: 
Prince Victor Napoleon, the imperialist pre- 
tender; his brother, Prince Louis Bonaparte 
of the Russian cavalry; the widowed Em- 
press Eugénie, and Princess Letitia Bona- 
parte, widowed duchess of Aosta—took no 
notice whatsoever of the wedding, and 
neither appeared in person nor*were repre- 
sented by delegates or by gifts.

Inasmuch as G. Macartney, the British 
consul at Kashgar, in Chinese Turkestan, 
who i@ decorated with the Order of the In- 
dian Empire, is returning home to England 
from his post this month via America, it is 
to be hoped that no difficulties will be made 
to hie landing at San Francisco, and that he 
may not be held up there as a Chinaman. 
For Mr. Macartney is of mixed parentage, 
his mother having been a Chinese lady of 
one of the great families of Nanking and a 
cousin of Sir Li Ching Fong, the new envoy 
of the Chinesé emperor to the court of St. 
James. 

Macartney ‘aid not only have a Chinese 
mother but was likewise born in China, at 
Nanking, where his father, the late Sir Hal- 
liday Macartney, who died ae secretary and 
eounselor of the Chinese legation in London, 
was director of the imperial arsenal, 

Sir Halliday’s Chinese wife was the daugh- 
ter of one of the principal mandarins of 
Nanking and retained her national religion 
instead of becoming a convert to Christiani- 
ty. She died after giving birth to a girl and 
a boy, the present British consul at Kashgar, 

and was buried at Nanking according to na- 
tive rites, a beautiful pagoda marking her 
grave. 

The fact of George Macartney belonging, 
through his mother, to one of the best fami- 
lies in China neturally causes the Chinese 
dignitaries and natives in Chinese Turke- 
stan to regard him with exceptional woes will 
and respect. 

Moreover, it enables him to fathom the 
mysterious depthe of the Chinese chatacter 
to an extent altogether beyond any European 
or American who does not happen to be 
half a Chinaman himeelf. 

It is to him that the scientific world Is in- 
debted for the wonderful collection of central 
Asian MSS. which bears hisname. He Is, in- 
deed, one of the most able and remarkable 
of England's splendid corps of civil servants 
in India and central Asia, and probably will 
be knighted and converted into “‘ Sir George ” 
Macartney before he returns to his post at

New York, when she fitst appeared there as 
Paula, cleverly confined his criticism to two 
and a half lines of type: 

Kh sot Campbell is not ‘ The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray,’” he declared: *‘ she is the first 
and only Mrs. Tanqueray.” Brevity is the 
soul of wit. and fn this case It became the 
impenetrable armor of conviction. 

The second Mrs. Tanqueray represents 
a decidedly intellectual study of “ that sort 
of woman,”’’:and Mrs. Campbell is quite as 
decidedly an intellectual actress. To many 
her art is unresponsive, cold, and conse- 
quently brittle. But it seldom is uninterest- 
ing and never shallow or meaningijess. It is 
also true that it is encompassed in the pro- 
jection of a personality, but there is a vast 
difference between an actress with a per- 
sonality and a personality actress. Maxine 
Elliott is a personality actress, Duse is an 
actress with a personality. Personality, in 
truth, is the seal of gentus, if it may be so ex- 
pressed, and serves the artist player as his 
choice of colors and subjects serves the ar- 
tist painter. It is all the greatest have to 
give us, and a memory of their distinctive 
individualities is all they have to leave. We 
remember Mansfield for the way he did this 
or that, but we always see Mansfield back 
of the character. 

It is so with the cfeations of every great 
actor. Booth fitted Hamlet, Hamlet was 
never fitted to Booth. Bernhardt is a great 
Camille; theré never was a Camille like 
Bernhardt. Irving's Louis XI. was impres- 
sive, but it was Irving’s king and not his- 
tory’s. 

And so it Is with the characters Mrs. Camp- 
bell has made her own. Mrs: Campbell the 
woman is always firmly set in the fore- 
ground, though Mrs. Campbell the actress 
impresses the character she presents in- 
delibly upon the mind. Her Paula Tan- 
queray and her Magda are, rightl¥ enough, 
much the same woman, and yet to any who 
has seen both they are distinctly differ- 
entiated.

Paula Tanqueray is not a sympathetic 
eharacter, but it is one that pictures much. 
It is the fight of an earnest soul against that 
social ostracism of which one of its char- 
acters speaks: ‘You may’ dive into many 
waters, but there is one social dead sea.’’ 
Paula Tanqueray had cast virtue aside when 
nothing seriously mattered to her, and when 
she tried to regain the position she had lost 
she found the barriers impassable. 

She longed to be ‘ respectable,’’ and she 
lived. a better life than many “ respectable ”’ 
women do live. She wanted to be a married 
woman, and she was true to the vows she 
took. But it was all of no avail. If she had 
not dived, she had at least thoughtlessly 
waded into the waters of the dead sea, and 
never again could she free herself from the 

slime that clung to her. 

She is not a lovely character, but she strikes 
a note of human pity that reaches far. She 
hungers for the love of her husband’s daugh- 
ter, and it is denied her, and. when she sees 
that she has made a failure of her own life 
and .of the lives of those with whom she has 
come in contact she is brave enough to die. 
And the story of her life, thus in some way 
redeemed in the social court by her self-de- 
struction, makes for powerful drama.

As a play, however, ‘‘ The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray,’’ for all that it is expertly writ- 
ten, is either beginning to creak slightly with 
age, or the manner of its presentation last 
evening gave this impression. It was halting 
and cumbersome, heavy and at times tedious. 
And it never has been tedious before. Per- 
haps it was the men, The play is largely 
dependent on its men, and Mrs. Campbell’s 
selections were about as responsive as so 
many billets of wood. 

There was absolutely no “ lift’ to the per- 
formance. It was depressing rather than 
impressive, save for an occasional flash of 
that fire, that voicing of a true defense that 
Mrs. Campbell always rises to so finely. 
Such a moment came in the second act, in 
Paula’s first stand against what she con- 
ceived to be a conspiracy of the conven- 
tionalists. Her third act scénes also were 
fairly well done, though her lack of interest 
served throughout the evening te accentu- 
ate her mannerisms.

The delightful Cayley Drummile was ear- 
nestly pecked at by Edgar Kent; Ben Web- 
ster played Tanqueray with stolid conven- 
tionality; J. Malcolm Dunn (late of the New 
theater) was the disappointed lover, arous- 
ing little sympathy for the chap, and Mar- 
garet Watson was a fair Mrs. Cortelyou. 

The setting of the first two acts was no- 
ticeably cheap; that of the last two an im- 
provement. The audience was of good size 
and polite without being enthusiastic.

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Mystery as thick as a London fog hung 
over the deliberations of the Chicago pres- 
bytery in room 913 Masonic temple, yester- 
day morning when the subject of thé ae- 
ceptance or denial of the Rev. Robert J. 
Young request to be relieved of his charge 
as pastor of the Buena Menprial church 
was discussed. It was finally granted. 

For over two; hours a reporter, an anxious 
methber of the Buena church, and an agi- 
tated clergyman who was to have delivered 
adn address on Job, weited in the hell while 
the momentous question was argued in execu- 
tive session of the presbytery and the voices 
of the ministers penetrated even the thick 
doors of the lodge room. 

The presbytery meeting ran smoothly along 
with open doors until Dr. W. 8. P, Bryan, 
moderator, announced that matters of resig- 
nation were in order. Dr, Young aroseand 
in a volce that shook with emotion asked 
that he be alldwed to resign to accept the 
call of the Church of the Covenant of Detroit 
without further discussion. 

Little consideration was paid to this wish. 
B. T. Van Allen as chairman of @ commit- 
tee represen the congregation of the 
church, rose and read a report recommend- 


The report expressed the entire satisfaction 
of the congregation with the work of the pas- 
tor, It stated that by his efforts the num- 
ber of members had been increased from 
65 to over 200, and that by a vote of 50 to 18 
the resignation had been denied by the con- 
gregation. A brother called the attention of 
the chair to the desirability of having the 
meeting private and so the presbytery went 
into executive session. 


Church Member Expresses Himself. 


The member of the church who waited with 
the reporter and the impatient lecturer on 
Job in the ante-room expressed himself as 
follows on the situation:

WALSH METHODS 
LAUDED IN COURT. 


Friends of Banker Testify as 
to His Reputation and 
_ Ability in Business. 


COURT SCORES ATTORNEY. 


Unless Defendant Takes Stand 
Case May Go to Jury at 
End of the Week. 


John R. Walsh heard hbimeelf praised 
yesterday. His old friends took the witness 
stand in Judge Anderson's court and swore 
that the man on trial for his liberty was a 
great banker and an honest man and as 
such was known to the community. Among 
the men who testified to the excellences 
of the former president of the Chicago Na- 
tional bank were Mayor Busse, former 
Mayor John P. Hopkins, Orrin N. Carter, 


member of the Supreme court ef Illinois; aS 


Ferdinand W. Peck, president of the world’s 
Columbian exposition; and Edward Tilden. 
president of the National Packing company. 

The only time the trial was stirred into 
action during the day was when Judge An- 
derson held a tilt with Attorney William 
J. Hynes, one of the counsel for Walsh. The 
‘motion to exclude the admission of John N. 
Faithorn that he had been indicied and con- 
victed in connection with the Chicago and 
Alton rebate case also brought a heated ar- 
gument. 

The indications are that the case will go 
to the jury by the end of this week unless 
Walsh himself is put upon the stand. His 
examination and cross examination will take 
@ day ortwo longer. His attorneys will not 
say positively whether he will be asked to 
defend himself or not. 


Court and Attorney Hynes Clash. 

The trouble with Attorney Hynes came 
during the examination of James J. McCar- 
thy, president of the Chicago-Cleveland Car 
Roofing company. Mr. McCarthy was put 
on as one of the character witnesses. He 
gaid he had known Mr. Walsh for fifty years 
and that the reputation of the defendant 
was good. 

‘**Do you know the character and .reputa- 
tion of the defendant since the suspension 
of the bank?” asked Attorney Hynes. 

“T have ruled on that point often enough

Anderson. ‘“ You are permitted to ask this 
question sate witha time limit.’’

“T said sit down and sit down immediate- 
ly,”’ came in sharp tones from the bench. 

“I thank you, your honor,” said Mr.
